Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
health  of  the  Stafford  Rural  District  for  the  year  1909. 
During  this  period  the  late  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Mr.  S. 
Butler,  held  this  post.  All  the  required  statistics  are  given 
in  full,  but  the  Summary  is  of  necessity  given  briefly.  I  hope 
to  furnish  this  in  a  more  comprehensive  form  next  year. 


Area. 

The  district  is  divided  into  24  parishes,  and  has  a  total 
area  of  52,103  acres,  giving  an  average  of  4-68  acres  per  head 
of  the  population. 


Population. 

The  population  of  the  entire  district,  according  to  the 
census  of  1901,  was  10,407,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this  report 
I  have  estimated  the  population  in  the  middle  of  1909  to  be 
1 1,120. 

Births. 

There  were  234  births  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  122  males  and  112  females,  giving  a  birth-rate  of 
21-0  for  the  whole  district,  against  247  births  and  birth-rate 
of  22-3  for  the  year  1908  ;  giving  an  average  for  the  past  10 
years  of  23-9. 
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Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  occurring 
during  the  year  was  136,  giving  a  death-rate  of  i2‘2.  There 
were,  however,  four  deaths  of  “  non-residents  ”  in  Coton  Hill 
Asylum,  and  20  of  “  residents  ”  who  died  in  the  Staffordshire 
General  Infirmary,  Union,  and  County  Asylum,  making  a 
total  of  152  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  ;  giving  a 
nett  death-rate  of  i3‘6,  against  i2'6  for  1908. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

There  were  21  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  89  deaths  per  1,000  births 
registered,  compared  with  70  deaths  per  1,000  in  1908;  the 
average  for  the  past  10  years  being  24  deaths  per  annum. 

Chest  Diseases. 

Ten  deaths  have  occurred  from  Bronchitis,  and  ii  from 
Pneumonia.

Heart  Disease.- -Thirteen  deaths  have  occurred  from 
this  disease,  against  15  last  year.

Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases. 

Six  deaths  have  occurred  from  these  diseases,  being  a 
decrease  of  one  on  last  year. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. 

During  1909  five  deaths  have  occurred  from  zymotic 
diseases,  giving  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  0*44  per  1,000  of  the 


population.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  notified 
during  the  year,  Gayton  providing  13  of  these  and  Castle 
Church  10.  The  rest  were  distributed  over  eight  parishes. 
Twenty-six  were  treated  in  Hospital.  The  unusual  prevalence 
of  this  disease  during  the  past  year  has  been  shared  by 
Stafford  and  the  surrounding  district. 

Diphtheria. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified,  against 
14  of  last  year,  these  were  distributed  over  nine  parishes,  the 
one  death  that  occurred  being  in  the  parish  of  Stowe. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  been  notified  during 
the  year,  one  from  Salt,  two  from  Colwich,  and  1  from  Tilling- 
ton,  the  only  death  occurring  being  at  Tillington. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  unsuitable  and  quite  inadequate 
for  the  District.  As  a  consequence  active  steps  are  being  taken 
by  your  Committee  with  the  object  of  considering  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  providing  suitable  accommodation.

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Inspection  of  Meat  and  Slaughter 

Houses. 

At  the  special  request  of  the  Local  Government  Board  I 
append  the  following  information  : 

There  are  13  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District,  9  being 
used  regularly,  and  4  disused  for  some  time. 

Structurally  they  are  in  order  and  fit  for  the  purpose  of 
slaughtering  and  have  convenient  lairage. 

They  are  inspected  regularly,  and  as  far  as  practical  at 
the  time  of  slaughtering. 

One  carcase  of  Beef,  extensively  tuberculous,  was  seized 
from  a  slaughter  house  at  Haughton  ;  this  had  not  been  dres¬ 
sed,  and  was  not  intended  for  the  food  of  man.  The  owner 
gave  every  assistance  to  convey  the  carcase  to  the  Stafford 
Destroyer. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  holds  the  Meat  and  Food  Cer¬ 
tificates  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  dated  1904.

Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  the  works  carried  out  in  my  department  during 
1909. 

There  were  72  special  Complaints  received  and  attended 
to,  and,  with  other  Sanitary  Defects  found,  make  a  total 
of  1,412  Defects,  of  which  1,055  were  remedied,  leaving  347 
still  on  books. 

Water-Supply. — Four  Statutory  Samples  of  Water 
were  taken,  same  being  condemned.  Water  Notices  ‘  A  ’ 
were  served  in  each  case,  and  the  Wells  cleansed. 

Twenty-five  other  Samples  were  examined  by  Dr.  Butler, 
8  being  suspicious,  in  which  cases  the  Wells  were  cleansed. 

The  Water  Supply  of  249  Houses  in  the  Colwich  Parish 
was  investigated,  with  the  result  that  Water  Notices  ‘A’ 
were  served  on  6  Owners  to  provide  a  wholesome  and  sufficient 
supply  of  Drinking  Water  within  a  reasonable  distance. 

A  House-to-House  Inspection  was  maintained,  including 
the  whole  of  the  Colwich  Parish,  special  attention  being 
given  to  Farm  Houses  and  Premises.  The  Summary  of 
Defects  gives  results. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  and  MILKSHOPS  ORDER. 

Twenty-five  applications  to  be  Registered  under  this 
Order  were  received.  In  20  cases  the  Cowsheds  were 
unsuitable,  but  were  put  in  order  and  duly  Registered. 
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The  following  Tables  will  give  the  Defects  found  in 
Sheds,  Dairies,  Cooling  Sheds,  and  Can  Washing  Premises  : —

ALLEGED  SMOKE  NUISANCE,  TILLINGTON. 

With  the  addition  of  Messrs.  Chance  &  Hunt’s  Works 
eleven  chimneys  have  been  added,  making  a  total  of  2i, 
whose  heights  vary  from  67  to  no  feet. 

Seven  special  observations  were  kept  (time  2  to  4  hours), 
and  at  other  times  when  in  the  vicinity. 

Volumes  of  Smoke  of  all  shades  were  given  forth 
in  sufficient  quantities  to  cause  inconvenience  to  House¬ 
holders,  especially  in  times  of  fog. 

One  short  chimney  in  connection  with  a  Steam  Generator 
on  Messrs.  Stubbs  &  Co.’s  Works  was  fitted  with  a  Force 
Draught.  Same  has  now  been  bricked  up,  thus  greatly 
reducing  the  density  of  smoke.

In  7  cases  the  Plans  showed  4|-inch  brickwork  behind 
Fireplaces  in  Gable  Ends.  These  were  made  9  inch. 

The  various  Defects  found  on  Inspection  during  building 
were  remedied  on  request. 

The  Buildings  were  constructed  with  good  materials,  on 
healthy  sites,  sufficiently  lighted,  ventilated  and  drained. 

The  Castle  Church  and  Tillington  Sewerage 


Schemes. 


The  Inspection  and  Flushing  of  the  Sewers  is  carried  out 
once  in  each  month. 

The  systems  on  the  whole  work  satisfactorily. 

There  are  two  points,  however,  that  require  periodical 
attention,  namely.  The  Catchpit  in  Wolverhampton  Road, 
which  is  cleansed  by  coniract  once  per  week  at  a  cost  of  5s. 
per  week,  and  a  Manhole  in  Garden  at  Beacon  Street,  which 
requires  hand  flushing  once  a  month. 

Improvements  to  the  Sewering  in  other  parts  of  the 
District  have  been  carried  out.
